Washington, Ap ril 24 UP) — An 
ap p rop riation 
bill. 
carry ing 
more than $2,000,000,000, most of 
it for relief in one form or an­ 
other, rap idly neared the house 
floor today as leaders sought to 
clear the p ath for adjournment 
of congress early in June. 
Chairman Buchanan (D., Tex .) 
of the house ap p rop riations com­ 
mittee, said he hop ed to close 
hearings by tomorrow on the 
huge 
deficiency 
ap p rop riation 
bill and hav e it ready to follow 
the tax bill on the house floor. 
If the committee follows the 
budget estimates, the bill will 
carry 
$1,500,000,000 
for 
nex t 
y ear’s work relief p rogram, al­ 
most half a billion dollars for 
the social security board, and 
last minute ex tras for other gov­ 
ernmental agencies. 
It will bring this session’s to­ 
tal ap p rop riations well over the 
$8,000,000,000 
mark, 
including 
the soldiers’ bonus, which was 
not included in the original 
budget. 
Rep ublican members of the 
committee were p oring over an 
armful of statistics on the re­ 
lief p roblem and administration 
of WPA. The figures were p ro­ 
vided by Harry L. Hop kins, WPA 
administrator, in rep ly to Re­ 
p ublican queries when he re­ 
cently ap p eared before the com­ 
mittee. 
The minority members were 
p lanning to use the material as 
the basis for drafting an alter­ 
nate administration of relief, 
and return the job to the states 
with federal financial aid. 
The administration p lan calls 
for continuing Hop kins’ WPA 
as the chief means of p rov iding 
relief for the needy jobless. It 
would be administered as in the 
p ast through state administra­ 
tors subject to the ap p rov al of 
the gov ernment here.

and Harry Bleefeld, now in cus­ 
tody in Brookly n; and Harry 
Weiss and Murray bleefeld who 
hav e not been located.

more honest and efficient than priv ate citizens? 
Has the priv ate citizen really b ecome incompe­ 
tent, or is there a well-org anized plan on foot to 
try to conv ince the people that priv ate enterprise 
has failed, and while ou r citizens are in a qu an­ 
dary as to what to do, saddle them with a b u reau ­ 
cratic and socialistic prog ram that will b ring all 
b asic indu stry u nder g ov ernment ownership or 
control, to the ex clu sion of indiv idu al oppor­ 
tu nity and profit? 
Only time will tell. Bu t if one b eg ins to piece 
tog ether the patterns that hav e b een, and are 
b eing cu t, the pictu re b ecomes plainer ev ery day 
and it is not one to encou rag e inv estment, em­ 
ploy ment or the dev elopment of indu stry . 
The people of the United States do not want 
any sy stem that cripples and destroy s priv ate 
enterprise and redu ces the indiv idu al to a mere 
cog in an official machine. The qu estion is, will 
they find themselv es saddled with su ch a sy stem 
b efore they realize w hat has happened? 


WHAT DOES THE PATTERN INDICATE? 
From v ariou s political sou rces, sharp charg es 
are hu rled that indu stry in the United States has 
not ex panded to employ the u nemploy ed—that if 
it does no do so, g ov ernment will chastise it. As 
a m atter of fact, indu stry wants to ex pand; it 
wants to empioy lab or—that is the only way it or 
the worker can make a liv ing . 
Bu t what is happening ? Politicians are reach­ 
ing ou t to g ain manag ement of priv ate indu stry 
—manag ement withou t any financial responsi­ 
bility . 
Those who foot the b ills hav e b ecome afraid, in 
many cases, to g o ahead. They fear destru ctiv e 
leg islation, reg u lation and tax ation that take an 
ev er-g rowing percentag e of any profit they may 
make, b u t which leav e them to shou lder all losses.
